and 
explained 
why 


spring, instead of arriving sedate- 
ly on the same hour same day, 
year after year, will always keep 
mathematicians 
figuring. 


Even changing the calendar to 
a 13 month year wouldn't change 
spring's 
changeability, he eluci- 


dated 


"So long as the 
earth 
goes 


around the sun in 365 1-4 days, 
the fraction will keep spring from 
ever coming out even," said Prof. 
Robertson. "The extra fourth day 
would throw off any calendar that 
might be made."
